Rogers Is Retiring At First

“It’s sad and exciting 
at the same time. It will be 
a little different,” the Rev. 
Randall Rogers said March 
29 as he anticipated his fi¬ 
nal two Sundays as pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of 
Dawson Springs. 

After 15 1/2 years at 
the local church and a ca¬ 
reer spanning more than 
40 years, Rogers is retiring 
from full-time ministry. He 
was called to the church in 
Dawson Springs in October 
1997 from the First Baptist 
Church in Gordonsville, 
Tenn., where he had served 
since 1990. 

Rogers’ arrival in Dawson 
Springs was a homecoming 
of sorts. He grew up in Princ¬ 
eton, where his parents still 
live, and he has had friends 
in the Dawson Springs area 
since his teen years. In spite 
of his retirement, Rogers 
says he and his wife La- 
Vonn are in no hurry to sell 
their home and leave town. 
LaVonn has one more year 
in her job as a high school 
teacher in Clarksville, Tenn., 
before her own retirement. 
And, with a granddaughter 
growing up next door, fam¬ 
ily ties to the community are 
still strong. 

The Rogers have three 


married children and three 
grandchildren. John and 
Lyndsey Rogers live in 
Dawson Springs with their 
daughter Cora. Brad and 
Jennifer Rogers and their 
son Luke live in Russellville 
where Brad is also a pastor. 
Kristin Rogers Conner, her 
husband Mike and daughter 
Ava are in Florence, Ala. 

Looking back on his time 
in Dawson Springs, Rog¬ 


ers’ most vivid memory is 
of the fire that destroyed the 
church building on North 
Main Street on April 12, 
2003, which happened to be 
his birthday. The loss of the 
church, a city landmark, was 
a devastating blow to the 
membership and to the com¬ 
munity, but Rogers is now 
able to see the positive side 
of the situation. 

“The church became so

close knit rebuilding,” he 
said. “People just worked to¬ 
gether wonderful.” 

During the rebuilding 
process, Sunday services 
took place in the school’s 
multipurpose room, and a 
Wednesday morning Bible 
study was held at the First 
United Methodist Church. 
The congregation has been 
worshiping in its new build¬ 
ing for several years, but if 
Rogers has a regret, it is that 
work on the adjacent family 
life center is not yet finished. 

“I would have loved to 
see the building finished,” he 
said, noting that the center is 
about half way to comple¬ 
tion. 

In speaking of his ac¬ 
complishments, Rogers is 
pleased with his senior adult 
ministry and hopes the next 
pastor will continue the pro¬ 
gram. The group, made up 
primarily of retirees, has 
met for Wednesday morning 
Bible study for more than 
10 years. Rogers often plays 
piano for the members, and 
they all have lunch together 
once a month. 

Before coming to Dawson 
Springs, Rogers served four 
previous churches and has 
taken an active role in the 
Tennessee Baptist Conven-

Love Their Pets

Kentuckians love their 
pets, especially dogs. In fact, 
in the U.S. Pet Ownership 
& Demographics Source- 
book recently released by 
the American Veterinary 
Medical Association, the 
commonwealth ranked third 
in the nation for dog owner¬ 
ship. In 2011,45.9 percent of 
Kentucky households owned 
at least one dog, outranked 
only by New Mexico at 46 
percent and Arkansas at 47.9 
percent. 

The AVMA conducts 
the survey, broken down by 
state, every five years. The 
most recent survey, based 
on Dec. 31, 2011, numbers, 
indicates the states with the 
lowest percentage of dog 
ownership are Massachu¬ 
setts, Connecticut and New 
York with 23.6, 28.3 and 29 
percent, respectively. How¬ 
ever, dog ownership in the 
District of Columbia was far 
lower than any of the states 
with just 13.1 percent. 

The survey is taken to 
gather information about 
pets and their owners, but 
AVMA president Dr. Doug¬ 
las G. Aspros says the orga¬ 
nization looks specifically 
at what owners do to keep 
their pets healthy. Accord¬ 
ing to the report, between 


2006 and 2011, the percent¬ 
age of households making no 
trips at all to the veterinar¬ 
ian increased for dog own¬ 
ers. Overall, approximately 
81 percent of dog-owning 
households made at least one 
vet visit in 2011. This was 
down 1.7 percent from 2006. 

While visits to the vet¬ 
erinarian’s office were down 
overall, Kentucky pooches 
are, on the whole, well cared 
for. Statistics from the Ken¬ 
tucky Mutt Census indicate 
85 percent have been spayed 
or neutered; 76 percent eat 
twice a day; approximately 
60 percent sleep with their 
owners; and almost 80 per¬ 
cent are on monthly flea and 
tick control and heartworm 
preventatives. The census 
also shows that almost half 
of all dogs actually see their 
vets twice a year. 

According to a 2012 
study by the American Pet 
Products Association, most 
dog owners view their pets 
as family members and are 
willing to stretch their own 
budgets and sacrifice daily 
luxuries to cover their ani¬ 
mals’ expenses. 

With average vet bills to¬ 
taling $227 per animal per 
year on top of food, medi¬ 
cations and other supplies,

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


Honorable Mayor Jenny Sewell 
and Members of the City Council 
City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the City of Dawson Springs, 
Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2012, which collectively comprise the City’s basic 
financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of 
the City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky, management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these 
financial statements based on our audit. We did not audit the financial statements of the Dawson Springs 
Municipal Waterworks and Sewer System. Those financial statements were audited by other auditors 
whose report thereon has been furnished to us, and our opinion, insofar as it relates to the amounts 
included for the Dawson Springs Municipal Waterworks and Sewer System, is based on the report of 
other auditors. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, 
issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used 
and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit and the report of other auditors provide a reasonable basis for our 
opinions. 

In our opinion, based on our audit and the report of other auditors, the financial statements referred to 
above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the governmental 
activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of 
the City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky, as of June 30, 2012, and the respective changes in financial 
position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated December 17, 
2012, on our consideration of the City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky internal control over financial 
reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and 
grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of 
internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing and not to provide 
an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral 
part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered 
in assessing the results of our audit. 

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the management’s 
discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information be presented to supplement the basic 
financial statements. Such information, although not a part of the basic financial statements, is required 
by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who considers it to be an essential part of financial 
reporting for placing the basic financial statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical 
context. The City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky has not presented a Management’s Discussion and 
Analysis that accounting principles generally accepted in the United States has determined is necessary to 
supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial statements. We have applied certain

Gov. Steve Beshear Signs 
Human Trafficking Bill 


Kentucky Courts To See Major Upgrades 


Gov. Steve Beshear, 
joined by legislators and 
child protection advocates, 
signed House Bill 3, which 
is designed to increase pro¬ 
tections for victims of hu¬ 
man trafficking. 

The “Human Traffick¬ 
ing Victims Rights Act” is 
primarily designed to tar¬ 
get individuals who exploit 
children for sexual purposes 
by increasing penalties and 
prison sentences. The legisla¬ 
tion would also provide train¬ 
ing so that victims, advocates 
and law enforcement officers 
may better recognize signs of 
human and child trafficking, 
allowing them to take action 
more quickly. 

“I’m proud to sign this 
bill, which will increase 
protections for victims and 
strengthen penalties against 
those who would commit 
these terrible crimes. This 
is an important bill, particu¬ 
larly for children, and I con¬ 
gratulate Rep. Sannie Overly 
for her tireless efforts to pass 
this legislation,” said Gov. 
Beshear. 

“I am proud to have 
sponsored this critical piece 
of legislation. The incidence 
of trafficking children is 
growing at an alarming pace 
in Kentucky. I am hope¬ 
ful this bipartisan effort to 
strengthen Kentucky’s hu¬ 
man trafficking laws will 
stem these terrible crimes,” 
said Overly, of Paris. “I 
thank everyone who was 
a part of this collaborative 
effort, and for the enor¬ 
mous support of Governor 
Beshear and my colleagues 
to pass this legislation to 
protect children.” 

The bill also allows po¬ 
lice and prosecutors to seize 
assets of those involved 
in human trafficking, and 
earmark the proceeds from 
those seized assets to pay for 
victim services. Finally, the 


bill offers the so-called “safe 
harbor” protection, which 
allows human trafficking 
victims to receive treatment 
rather than jail time. 


The Judicial Branch has 
cleared a major hurdle in 
its plans to develop a so¬ 
phisticated court case man¬ 
agement system and bring 
eFiling to Kentucky with the 
signing of House Bill 238. 
The bill authorizes the Ju¬ 
dicial Branch to issue $28.1 
million in bonds to replace 
Kentucky’s aging court case 
management system. The 
General Assembly passed 
HB 238 on March 12 and 
Gov. Steve Beshear signed it 
into law on March 22. 

“A new case manage¬ 
ment system will transform 
the way Kentucky courts do 
business,” Chief Justice of 
Kentucky John D. Minton Jr. 
said. “With our courtrooms 
handling nearly 1 million 
cases each year, almost ev¬ 
ery citizen is affected by the 
work of the Judicial Branch. 
I can’t think of any other 
capital technology project 
that will have such a positive 
impact on so many people 
statewide.” 

The Judicial Branch’s 
current case manage¬ 
ment system is running on 
25-year-old technology and 
10-year-old programming 
and is at risk for failure. 
The current system main¬ 
tains separate databases 
for the trial courts in 120 
counties and both appellate 
courts. 

The new system will con¬ 
solidate databases and give 
them the ability to interact 
with each other. This will re¬ 
duce errors, eliminate manu¬ 
al and redundant processes, 
and provide the ability to 
track a person through the 


court system. The Judicial 
Branch will be better able to 
secure current and historical 
court data and provide infor¬ 
mation that the Executive 
and Legislative branches, 
state agencies and justice 
partners rely on to carry out 
their daily business. The new 
system will also make it pos¬ 
sible for Kentucky to insti¬ 
tute eFiling. 

“Kentucky is ready to 
join other state courts and 
the federal courts in adopt¬ 
ing eFiling,” Chief Justice 
Minton said. “We’ve been 
laying the groundwork for 
this project for months and 
are ready to move quickly 
now that bonding has been 
approved. Our goal is to be¬ 
gin testing eFiling in several 
parts of the state before the 
end of the year.” 

The Judicial Branch will 
use $3.23 million annually 
in agency funds to pay the 
10-year debt service on the 
new case management sys¬ 
tem. 

“Under the HB 238 plan, 
payment on the debt service 
will not require any new tax 


dollars or a direct appropria¬ 
tion,” Chief Justice Minton 
said. “Issuing bonds will let 
the Judicial Branch replace 


its case management system 
in a way that will have the 
least negative impact on the 
state budget.”

The following was sent 
quite some time ago via e- 
mail from my cousin Driscoll 
Ausenbaugh. I have done my 
best to verify all the facts and 
have several sources that do. 

Many times our coun¬ 
try gets things right, and of 
course there are times we 
just don’t. The Vietnam Vet¬ 
erans Memorial is something 
we got right. Here are some 
facts about what is well 
known as just “The Wall.” 

•There are 58,267 names 
now listed on that polished 
black wall, including those 
added in 2010. 

•The names are arranged 
in the order in which they 
were taken from us by date 
and within each date the 
names are alphabetized. 

•The first known casualty 
was Richard B. Fitzgibbon, 
of North Weymouth, Mass., 
listed by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Defense as having 
been killed June 8, 1956. His 
name is listed on The Wall 
with that of his son, Marine 
Corps Lance Cpl. Richard 
B. Fitzgibbon III, who was 
killed Sept. 7, 1965. 

•There are three sets of fa¬ 
thers and sons on The Wall. 

•39,996 on The Wall were 
just 22 or younger when they 
were killed. 

•8,283 were just 19 years 
old when they were killed. 

•The largest age group, 
33,103, were 18 years old at 
the time of their death. 

•12 soldiers on The Wall 
were only 17 years old. 

•5 soldiers on The Wall 
were 16 years old. 

•One soldier, PFC Dan 
Bullock was 15 years old 
when he was killed. 

•997 soldiers were killed 
on their first day in Vietnam. 

•1,448 soldiers were 


killed on their last day in 
Vietnam. 

• There are 31 sets of 
brothers on The Wall. 

That means 31 sets of par¬ 
ents lost two of their sons. 

•54 soldiers attended 
Thomas Edison High School 
in Philadelphia. 

•8 women are on The 
Wall. They were killed while 
nursing the wounded. 

•244 soldiers were award¬ 
ed the Medal of Honor dur¬ 
ing the Vietnam War; 153 of 
them are on The Wall. (One 
source said 151 Medal of 
Honor winners are on The 
Wall, another said 154.) 

•Beallsville, Ohio, with a 
population of 475, lost six of 
her sons. 

•West Virginia had the 
highest casualty rate per 
capita in the nation. There 
are 711 West Virginians on 
The Wall. 

•The Marines of Morenci: 
They led some of the scrap¬ 
piest high school football 
and basketball teams that the 
little Arizona copper town 
of Morenci (pop. 5,058) had 
ever known and cheered. 

They enjoyed roaring 
beer busts. In quieter mo¬ 
ments, they rode horses 
along the Coronado Trail, 
stalked deer in the Apache 
National Forest. In the patri¬ 
otic camaraderie typical of 
Morenci’s mining families, 
the nine graduates of Moren¬ 
ci High enlisted as a group in 
the Marine Corps. 

When one of the nine 
failed the aptitude test, the 
other eight said they would 
not join without him. They 
were retested and all passed. 
Their service began on Inde¬ 
pendence Day, 1966. 

Only three returned 
home, the other six being re¬ 
membered on The Wall. 

•The Buddies of Midvale: 
LeRoy Tafoya, Jimmy Marti¬ 
nez and Tom Gonzales were 
all boyhood friends and lived 
on three consecutive streets 
in Midvale, Utah, on Fifth, 
Sixth and Seventh avenues. 
They lived only a few yards 
apart. They played ball at the 
adjacent sandlot ball field. 
And they all went to Vietnam. 

In a span of 16 dark days 
in late 1967, all three would 
be killed. 

LeRoy was killed on 
Wednesday, Nov. 22, the 
fourth anniversary of John 
F Kennedy’s assassination. 
Jimmy died less than 24 
hours later on Thanksgiving 
Day. Tom was shot dead as¬ 
saulting the enemy on Dec. 
7, Pearl Harbor Remem¬ 
brance Day. 

•The most casualty deaths 
for a single day was on 
January 31, 1968, with 245 
deaths. 

•The most casualty deaths 
for a single month was May 
1968, when 2,415 casualties 
were incurred. 

•16 clergy members are 
listed on The Wall, including 
two Medal of Honor winners. 

•667 listed on The Wall 
have the surame “Smith.” 
The most of any name. 

•Maya Lin, a 21-year-old 
undergraduate at Yale Uni¬ 
versity designed The Wall. 

•The memorial cost $8.4 
million, all raised privately. 
No federal funds were used. 

•More than 120 million 
people have visited The Wall 
since it opened in 1982.

In football terminology, 
the difference between true 

— and desperately needed 

— pension reform in Ken¬ 
tucky and what we actually 
got from self-serving politi¬ 
cians during this legislative 
session is the difference be¬ 
tween a game-winning field 
goal and a wobbly dud punt¬ 
ed by a bench-warmer with 
two left feet. 

Of course, fans would 
jeer at any professional foot¬ 
ball player who tried to con¬ 
vince them that a shaky punt 
was anywhere near splitting 
the uprights for the win. 

Yet Frankfort politicians 
who do know the difference 
were so starved to score po¬ 
litical points with a citizenry 
increasingly impatient over 
the commonwealth’s out-of- 
control pension system that 
they actually had the gall to 
claim they changed history. 

“History will remember 
what we did here during the 
2013 session of the General 
Assembly,” Sen. Damon 
Thayer, R-Georgetown, said 
about the passage of Senate 
Bill 2 on the final day of the 
session. The legislation rais¬ 
es taxes, snatches road mon¬ 
ey and guarantees a 4-per- 
cent return on state workers’ 
invested retirement funds. 

It may be history in the 
making, but not the kind 
Thayer is talking about. 

Wasn’t it only five short 
years ago that claims about 
how Kentucky had reformed 
its pension system echoed 
in Frankfort’s hollow halls? 
Why, yes! Yes, it was! 

On June 27, 2008, then- 
House Speaker Jody Rich¬ 
ards, D-Bowling Green, 
called legislation tinkering 
around the edges of the pen¬ 
sion system “a giant leap in 
the direction of long-term fi¬ 
nancial stability” while also 
claiming that “the effects 
of these major structural 
reforms will be immediate 
and far-reaching” and “that 
the structural changes we’re 


making will prevent the sys¬ 
tem from going bankrupt.” 

Since that year, the pen¬ 
sion hole has gotten around 
$4 billion deeper as the un¬ 
funded liabilities of Ken¬ 
tucky’s six pension plans 
grew from $29.7 billion in 

2007 to $33.7 billion today. 
Also during that time, the 
Kentucky Employees Retire¬ 
ment System for state work¬ 
ers — the largest of the plans 

— has gone from 40 percent 
funded to less than 27 per¬ 
cent today. 

Still, we continue to hear 
the same kind of political 
sweet-talk about how both 
parties came together and 
worked in a bipartisan fash¬ 
ion to solve the problem, and 

— blah, blah blah. 

Gov. Beshear’s approach 
has been more like that of 
a termite in a yo-yo than a 
state’s chief executive pro¬ 
viding leadership from the 
bully pulpit. But hey, he and 
his fellow politicos demon¬ 
strated great political savvy 
on this punt — even if it was 
a woefully short one. 

Beshear just recently 
scolded critics for not be¬ 
ing patient enough to allow 
the 24 years needed for the 

2008 reforms to work. Now, 
incredulously, he claims that 
SB 2 “solves ... our mon¬ 
strous pension liability and 
the financial instability of 
our pension fund.” 

Which is it, governor? 

Western Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity professor Brian 
Strow, Ph.D., notes a total of 
$1.1 billion per year is need¬ 
ed just to slow the common¬ 
wealth’s financial bleeding. 

“To wit, the state needs 
an extra $1.1 billion per year 
to stop increasing unfunded 
health and pension liability 
in the state, and their solution 
was to raise $100 million a 
year in new revenue?” Strow 
asked. “So they solved less 
than 10 percent of the prob¬ 
lem, and this is the greatest 
piece of legislation the legis¬ 
lature has passed in years?” 

Just as the NFL out¬ 
laws egregious helmet hits, 
shouldn’t there be some 
way to suppress Kentucky’s

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Obamacare Will 
Increase Premiums 


Don’t take our word for it. 
That’s what insurers, includ¬ 
ing the nation’s largest in¬ 
surance firm, are “privately 
warning brokers,” according 
to a report in Friday’s Wall 
Street Journal. 

The Department of 
Health and Human Services 
still insists the health reform 
act will “make health care 
coverage more affordable 
and accessible.” It might 
for those with low incomes 
who will receive generous, 
taxpayer-funded premium 
subsidies. But for many of 
middle income, especially 
young workers just begin¬ 
ning their careers, premiums 
will jump. 

Under Obamacare, insur¬ 
ance companies can no lon¬ 
ger deny coverage because 
of health histories or age, 
which will simply shift costs 
from those who most need 
medical treatment, older and 
less healthy people, to those 
who need it least, the young 
and healthy. 

Many small businesses 
will see the cost of insurance 
coverage for their employees 
surge, as premiums will no 
longer be tied to claims his¬ 
tories. The rise in premiums 
will probably not hit bigger 
companies as hard. But the 
Obamacare “fines” mecha¬ 
nism gives many large com¬ 
panies a financial incentive 
to dump employee coverage 
altogether. 

About 15 million Ameri¬ 
cans buy their own health in¬ 
surance on the open market, 
but that number is expected 
to more than triple by 2016 
as the result of the coverage 
mandate and workers losing 
their employer-provided in¬ 
surance. 

The Journal reported on a 
private meeting with brokers 
last month at which United¬ 
Health Group, the nation’s 
biggest carrier, revealed that 
premiums for some self-in¬ 
sured individuals could rise 
as much as 116 percent, and 
rates for some small busi¬ 
nesses could jump 50 percent. 

Aetna is telling brokers 
to prepare for an average 
increase of 55 percent for in¬ 


dividuals not grandfathered 
under the law. A Florida 
carrier predicted an average 
increase of 35 percent to 50 
percent for individuals, 30 
percent for small businesses. 
A North Carolina firm said to 
expect 40 percent to 50 per¬ 
cent increases. 

This seems to be at odds 
with a Congressional Budget 
Office projection that con¬ 
sumers who buy their own 
coverage would see a reduc¬ 
tion in premiums of 14 per¬ 
cent to 20 percent — for the 
same coverage. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, they won’t have the same 
coverage because Obam¬ 
acare mandates coverage 
for more services and limits 
deductibles. Factor in the re¬ 
quirements, and the average 
premium will go up 10 per¬ 
cent to 13 percent, according 
to the CBO, more for those 
who now buy budget poli¬ 
cies just to protect against 
catastrophic illnesses. 

The carriers are working 
with hard numbers, not the 
optimistic assumptions of 
lawmakers. 

The poor will have almost 
all their insurance subsidized 
and much of the middle class 
will get credits to offset 
some of the additional cost. 
But, based on the warnings 
insurance carriers are issu¬ 
ing, most working Ameri¬ 
cans should brace for a hit 
to the family budget when 
Obamacare fully kicks in. 

The Kentucky Legisla¬ 
ture never formally repealed 
the health reform law of the 
mid-1990s that drove all the 
insurance carriers but one out 
of the state, but legislators 
have instead made a series of 
modifications to reduce the 
damage. Lawmakers have 
an inherent inability to admit 
when they’ve blundered. 

The Affordable Care Act 
was the wrong way to re¬ 
form health care in the U.S., 
and it should be repealed. 
But we’re not optimistic 
that enough members of 
Congress will admit their 
mistake, even as the cost of 
health coverage soars.

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Legislature Overrides Veto 
Of Religious Freedom Bill

The Kentucky General 
Assembly voted the night of 
March 26 to overturn Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s veto of con¬ 
troversial legislation known 
as the “religious freedom” 
bill, which was opposed by 
many human and gay rights 
groups and leaders of some 
of Kentucky’s biggest cities. 

The override passed the 
Democratic House 79-15 and 
the Republican Senate 32-6. 

Rep. Bob Damron, D- 
Nicholasville, sponsored the 
bill after the Kentucky Su¬ 
preme Court issued a ruling 
last year upholding a state 
law requiring the Amish to 
display bright orange safety 
triangles on their drab bug¬ 
gies so motorists could better 
see them. Several Amish men 
in rural Western Kentucky 
felt so strongly that display¬ 
ing the triangles violated their 
religious belief against call¬ 
ing attention to themselves 
that they went to jail rather 
than comply with the law. 

The legislation protects 
“sincerely held religious be¬ 
liefs” from infringement un¬ 
less there is “a compelling 
governmental interest.”

Those who opposed the 
measure said they are con¬ 
cerned that House Bill 279 
would allow someone with 
a “sincerely held” religious 
belief to discriminate against 
others. Lexington, Louisville, 
Covington and Vicco have 
passed local ordinances that 
ban discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, among 
other things. 

Chris Hartman, director of 
the Kentucky Fairness Cam¬ 
paign, said the override of 
Beshear’s veto made minori¬ 
ties more vulnerable to dis¬ 
crimination. 

“The General Assem¬ 
bly’s override of Governor 
Beshear’s veto is a virtually 
incomprehensible endorse¬ 
ment of discrimination, and 
legislators should be held 
accountable by those who 
support the rights of women, 
children, people of color, and 
all Kentuckians made poten¬ 
tially vulnerable by this law,” 
Hartman said in a written 
statement. 

But some religious leaders 
praised the override, blam¬ 
ing fairness groups and the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union for trying to drum up 
opposition to HB 279. 

“The ACLU and the Fair¬ 
ness Alliance, along with a 
compliant liberal media, dis¬ 
torted this bill beyond recog¬ 
nition,” said Martin Cothran, 
spokesman for the Family 
Foundation. 

“The magnitude of this 
vote should send a message 
to these groups that this kind 
of deception is not appreci¬ 
ated by the majority of the 
state’s elected lawmakers.”

elected officials’ exaggerated 
claims about alleged pension 
reform bills that serve only as 
a smoke screen? 

“Is the pension crisis in 
Kentucky solved? Hardly,” 
Strow said. “Do state poli¬ 
ticians consider it solved? 
Absolutely. That’s what they 
also thought in 2008.” 

But doesn’t that make it 
so?

governor vetoed the bill on 
Friday. Beshear said the bill 
was too vaguely worded and 
could result in costly and pro¬ 
tracted lawsuits for county, 
city and state governments. 
More than 50 groups, includ¬ 
ing the Kentucky Association 
of Counties, the Kentucky 
League of Cities and the Ken¬ 
tucky Education Association, 
had contacted him in opposi¬ 
tion to HB 279. 

But those who back the 
bill argue that 16 other states 
have passed similar bills and 
have seen few if any lawsuits 
filed. Those who have tried to 
use religious beliefs to disre¬ 
gard state or local laws have 
typically lost those cases in 
the courts, they argue. 

Kent Ostrander, the direc¬ 
tor of the Family Foundation, 
told a group of more than 150 
gathered in the Capitol rotun¬ 
da for a rally on Tuesday that 
the bill’s detractors’ fears are 
unfounded. 

“It is primarily a shield for 
people of faith, not a sword,” 
Ostrander said. “This legis¬ 
lation is doing nothing more 
than what the U.S. Congress 
did in the early 1990s.” 

Congress passed a similar 
bill in 1993. But Beshear said 
that the federal religious free¬ 
dom bill offered more protec¬ 
tions than Kentucky’s bill. 

Rep. Darryl Owens, D- 
Louisville, said that he had 
heard of no one’s religious 
rights being trampled on in 
Kentucky. “There is no rea¬ 
son for it,” Owens said of HB 
279. 

But others said that their 
constituents had overwhelm¬ 
ingly urged them to override 
the veto. Rep. Stan Lee, R- 
Lexington, said that religious 
freedom has been under at¬ 
tack. Prayer and Bibles have 
been taken out of schools, 
Lee said. “You don’t think 
your religious freedom is un¬ 
der attack?” Lee said. 

Beshear said late Tuesday 
that he was disappointed that 
the General Assembly had 
voted to overturn his veto. 

“As I explained in my veto 
message, I have significant 
concerns that this bill will 
cause serious unintentional 
consequences that could 
threaten public safety, health 
care, and individuals’ civil 
rights,” Beshear said.

Kentucky Children To Benefit 
From Medicaid Expansion 


Thousands of children 
could see immediate and 
long-term health benefits, 
at a small cost to the state, 
if Kentucky expands Med¬ 
icaid to adults up to 138 
percent of the federal pov¬ 
erty line starting in Janu¬ 
ary 2014, according to a 
new issue brief from Ken¬ 
tucky Youth Advocates. The 
brief, Medicaid Expansion 
in Kentucky: Kids Have 
Much to Gain, examines the 
numerous family and child 
health benefits that result 
when parents have access to 
affordable health coverage. 

“The research is clear. 
Many uninsured parents 
delay or forgo care due to 
cost, causing health condi¬ 
tions to worsen,” said Terry 
Brooks, executive director at 
Kentucky Youth Advocates. 
“When parents are covered, 
they are more likely to take 
their children to the doctor 
for well-child exams and are 
in a better state of health to 
keep their families financial¬ 
ly secure.” 

Currently, Kentucky only 
offers Medicaid to work¬ 
ing parents with incomes up 
to 57 percent of the federal 
poverty level (about $13,100 
for a family of four). More 


than 80 percent of Kentucki¬ 
ans without health insurance 
live in homes where one or 
more family members work. 
Yet, many of these workers 
earn too much to qualify 
for Medicaid but have jobs 
that do not offer insurance 
or have unaffordable premi¬ 
ums. Estimates suggest that 
97,000 out of an estimated 
162,000 uninsured parents in 
Kentucky would be eligible 
for Medicaid coverage if 
Kentucky expands. 

The expansion will be 
fully federally funded for 
the first three years for 
states that expand in Janu¬ 
ary 2014. Starting in 2017, 
the state will pay a por¬ 
tion of the expansion cost, 
which increases each year 
until Kentucky will pay 10 
cents out of every dollar in 
2019 and beyond. This cost 
sharing offers a much better 
rate for Kentucky than tradi¬ 
tional Medicaid, as the state 
currently pays 30 cents for 
every dollar spent on Med¬ 
icaid. 

“This opportunity is a 
smart investment for Ken¬ 
tucky. It creates an oppor¬ 
tunity to address the health 
needs of Kentucky citizens 
without adding too great a 


burden on the state budget,” 
said Brooks. “As health out¬ 
comes improve due to more 
people being insured and 
receiving needed health ser¬ 
vices, health care costs will 
go down and money will be 
saved that is currently being 
spent to pay for healthcare 
for the uninsured. It’s a win 
for kids and a win for the 
state budget.” 

“A recent poll showed 
that 63 percent of Kentuck¬ 
ians supported accepting 
federal funds to expand 
Medicaid. Those in favor 
included Republicans and 
Democrats who understand 
that getting more people in¬ 
sured will ultimately help 
our state save money. Gov. 
Beshear and our legislature 
have a record of stepping up 
for kids’ health such as mak¬ 
ing the Kentucky Children’s 
Health Insurance Program 
more accessible for children. 
It’s time for them to step up 
again and do the right thing 
for kids and families in the 
Commonwealth by expand¬ 
ing Medicaid. Kentucky’s 
children cannot wait for 
more opportunities like this 
to come along to improve 
the health of our state,” said 
Brooks.

these expenses can be sig¬ 
nificant. However, the perks 
of dog ownership are worth 
the cost, even in a tough 
economy. 

Since 2008, there has 
been a significant gain in the 
percentage of owners report¬ 
ing their pets help relieve 
stress. Petting a dog for 15 
minutes releases “feel good” 
hormones and decreases 
the stress hormone cortisol. 
A recent study conducted 
with hypertensive New York 
stock brokers found that 
those with pets had lower 
blood pressure and heart 
rates than those without pets. 


The exercise factor is 
also an important benefit. 
Pets encourage their own¬ 
ers to get out and move. A 
Michigan State University 
study says dog owners are 
more likely to take regular 
walks and are also more ac¬ 
tive overall than people who 
do not have dogs. An added 
perk is that dog walking in¬ 
creases social interaction. 

Researchers say babies in 
homes with pets have fewer 
illnesses than those in ani¬ 
mal-free houses. The study, 
published in the journal Pe¬ 
diatrics, gives evidence that 
an overly clean environment 
may not be ideal for infants.

Kentuckians love their dogs. 
Most owners agree the ben¬ 
efits of having that special 
friend far outweigh the add¬ 
ed work and responsibility. 


Average retail gasoline prices in Ken¬ 
tucky have risen 1.8 cents per gallon in the 
past week, averaging $3.62 cents per gallon 
Sunday, according to GasBuddy’s daily sur¬ 
vey of 2,623 gas outlets in Kentucky. This 
compares with the national average that has 
decreased 1.9 cents per gallon in the past 
week to $3.61 per gallon. 

Gas prices in Dawson Springs as of Tues¬ 
day morning were $3.59 and $3.62 a gallon, 
the same as one week ago. 

Including the change in gas prices in Ken¬ 
tucky during the past week, prices Sunday 
were 29.1 cents per gallon lower than the 


same day one year ago and are nine cents per 
gallon lower than a month ago. The national 
average has decreased 10.3 cents per gallon 
during the last month and stands 28.1 cents 
per gallon lower than this day one year ago. 

“Gas prices in March came in like a lion 
and are going out like a lamb,” said GasBud- 
dy.com Senior Petroleum Analyst Patrick 
DeHaan. “For the first time in a decade, gas¬ 
oline prices are going to be lower at the end 
of March than the beginning. GasBuddy data 
shows that the last time this happened was in 
2003 when prices fell a nickle between the 
start of the month and the conclusion.”

During March, Kentucky State Police Post 2 issued a total 
of 2,158 citations, 782 speeding citations, 342 seat belt cita¬ 
tions, 21 child restraint citations and 706 courtesy notices.

Two fatality crashes involved the suspected use of 
alcohol. 

Through March 31, 2012, six people had been killed in 
six crashes in the Post 2 District.

In a statement issued by the 
school, Calipari said he wanted 
Goodwin to return for his sopho¬ 
more season but “I fully sup¬ 
port him choosing to pursue his 
dreams.” 

As for the two returning play¬ 
ers, Calipari said he believes “with 


another year of hard work and 
competition, they all can take their 
games to the next level. I look for¬ 
ward to seeing them all grow into 
young men.” 

Goodwin averaged a team-best 
14 points for the Wildcats. They 
followed up their 2012 national 
championship by losing to Robert 
Morris in the first round of the NIT 
to cap a 21-12 finish. 

“This is something I’ve dreamed 
about my entire life and I feel like 
the opportunity is there for me to 
play at the next level,” said Good¬ 


win, who has not hired an agent. 

Cauley-Stein averaged 8.3 
points and 6.3 rebounds as a fresh¬ 
man while blocking 59 shots. He 
and Goodwin were two of Ken¬ 
tucky’s four selections to the 
Southeastern Conference’s all- 
freshman team. 

Wiltjer was the SEC’s sixth man 
of the year after averaging 10.4 
points as a sophomore and making 
90 career 3-pointers. 

“I’m so excited about the pos¬ 
sibilities of next season,” Wiltjer 
said. “After talking with (Calipari) 


and the staff, I understand what I 
need to do. I want to be a part of 
another championship.” 

School officials said they will 
announce other players’ decisions 
at a later date. Among those whose 
decisions were not announced 
were Nerlens Noel, the SEC’s 
freshman of the year who suffered 
a devastating knee injury in Febru¬ 
ary, and Alex Poythress, another 
of the Wildcats’ SEC all-freshman 
team picks. 

On Sunday, Calipari said sopho¬

Emerald Ash Borer May Change State’s Landscape

A ^-inch long dark metallic green beetle is responsible 
for the loss of tens of thousands of ash trees across northern 
and central Kentucky. 

The emerald ash borer, Agrilus planipennis, a native to 
Asia, was first documented in the state in 2009. 

“The emerald ash borer has now spread to 21 Kentucky 
counties at a minimum,” said Jody Thompson, an environ¬ 
mental scientist with the Kentucky Division of Forestry. 
“From three years of trap data, University of Kentucky 
researchers found that one of the largest (infestations) and 
potentially oldest is in the northern Franklin and Shelby 
County area.” 

Adult beetles emerge in late spring from May to early 
June and feed on ash leaves. After mating occurs, females 
lay 60 to 90 eggs on a nearby ash tree. 

It’s the larvae, the immature stage of the beetle, causing 
the damage from feeding on the inner bark (phloem) and 
disrupting the tree’s ability to transport sugars and other 
nutrients. 

“If enough of the flow is cut, the tree will stress and 
eventually die,” said Thompson. 



The most reliable signs of this beetle are the D-shaped 
holes in the bark from which adults emerge. Another sign is 
finding an adult beetle. Infested trees often exhibit a discol¬ 
oration of the bark as woodpeckers try to get at the larvae. 
Branches in the tree’s canopy die and sometimes suckers 
grow from the tree’s trunk. 

Typically, it takes about two years for a mature ash tree 
to succumb to the emerald ash borer. Ash trees in cities and 
suburbs are just as vulnerable as those in rural woodlands. 

Ben Robinson, small game biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources, said it would 
be a big loss to wildlife if Kentucky’s ash trees disappeared. 

“Ash trees are valuable as a seed source,” he said, “for 
songbirds, bobwhite quail, wild turkeys and even wood 
ducks in bottomland hardwood forests.” 

The exotic, invasive beetle probably arrived in North 
America in wood shipping crates carried by cargo ships. 
The Emerald ash borer was discovered in North America in 
2002. By 2012, the beetle had spread to at least 17 U.S. 


states. 

In years to come, Kentuckians could be looking at a 
landscape with few, if any, ash trees. “Ash trees sucker and 
grow well from seed, so there’s likely to be a small linger¬ 
ing population,” Thompson said. 

All species of ash trees native to Kentucky, including the 
white ash, green ash and blue ash, are susceptible to the 
emerald ash borer. The blue ash, an heirloom of Kentucky’s 
pre-history, still survives in remnant savannas of the Inner 
Bluegrass Region. 

“Fayette County has been chemically treating some of 
their large blue ash trees,” said Thompson. “To be effective, 
chemical treatment has to be continuous.” 

Ash wood has a high strength-to-weight ratio and low 
shrinkage when dried. It is a valuable wood with many 
commercial uses for everything from flooring and electric 
guitar bodies to tool handles and baseball bats.

Jigs, Crankbaits Top Lure Choices For Big Early Spring Bass 


Few tournament anglers make catching huge bass look 
as easy as Bobby Lane, who, in a sport not really known 
for producing truly big bass, has brought three fish topping 
11 pounds to the scales, along with numerous others in the 
eight to 10 pound class. To his peers on the Bassmaster® Elite 
Series tournament trail, the Yamaha pro is known as “Big 
Fish Bobby Lane.” 

“The majority of my big bass have come this time of year 
as the fish are moving shallow to spawn,” notes Lane, “and 
if there is one secret to share about catching them now in the 
early spring, it would be that I don’t necessarily fish the way 
I want to fish. Rather, I fish with techniques and lures I know 
will attract big fish.” 

To that end, Lane keeps his big bass tackle surprisingly 
simple. He prefers small profile ^-ounce jigs with short 
crawfish-imitation trailers, and a variety of crankbaits that 
cover different water depths. He’ll also use smaller four and 
five inch swimbaits on occasion. 

“My favorite fishing technique is flipping heavy jigs into 
thick vegetation,” laughs Lane, “but I don’t find many big 
spawning bass in thick vegetation outside of Florida. Instead, 
I look for big fish in the creek channels that lead back to 
shallow spawning areas. 

“Unlike a lot of fishermen, I start my search at the mouth 
of a creek rather than at the end, and I work my way in 
toward shallow water. In early spring, when nights are often 
still cold, I don’t like to fish shallow water until later in the 
afternoon when the sun can warm it a few degrees. This is 
not to say there aren’t big bass in the shallow water pockets 
and coves, but they just won’t be as active until the water 
warms later in the day.” 


A U.S. Environmental Protection Agency comprehensive 
survey has found that more than half of the nation’s streams 
and river miles — 55 percent — are in poor condition for 
aquatic life. 

“The health of our nation’s rivers, lakes, bays and coastal 
waters depends on the vast network of streams where they 
begin, and this new science shows that America’s streams 
and rivers are under significant pressure,” said Office of 
Water Acting Assistant Administrator Nancy Stoner. “We 
must continue to invest in protecting and restoring our 
nation’s streams and rivers as they are vital sources of our 
drinking water, provide many recreational opportunities, and 
play a critical role in the economy.” 

Findings of the assessment include: 

• Nitrogen and phosphorus are at excessive levels. 
Twenty-seven percent of the nation’s rivers and streams have 
excessive levels of nitrogen, and 40 percent have high levels 
of phosphorus. Too much nitrogen and phosphorus in the 
water — known as nutrient pollution — causes significant 
increases in algae, which harms water quality, food resources 
and habitats, and decreases the oxygen that fish and other 
aquatic life need to survive. Nutrient pollution has impacted 
many streams, rivers, lakes, bays and coastal waters for the 
past several decades, resulting in serious environmental and 
human health issues, and impacting the economy. 

• Streams and rivers are at an increased risk due to 
decreased vegetation cover and increased human disturbance. 


As he’s fishing his way toward the shallows, he stays on 
the deeper side of the creek channel, concentrating on any 
type of cover he finds where that channel makes a bend or 
changes direction. 

“I don’t have a particular depth range or one specific type 
of cover I look for,” continues Lane, “because every lake is 
different. I fish whatever I come to, be it a rock pile, stumps, 
shoreline laydowns, or even boat docks. I work my lures 
very slowly and bring them into and through the cover as 
much as possible. 

“For example, migrating bass really like laydown trees 
that have fallen from shore into the water. Trees like this 
provide a choice of depths and plenty of cover so they make 
ideal holding areas where bass may stop before continuing 
their movement up the creek. I’ll work the entire length of a 
tree like this with my jig, just crawling it through the limbs 
and along the bottom, and I’ll probably make a few casts to 
it with my crankbaits, too.” 

“This isn’t necessarily the way I like to fish, but I know 
through experience this can be a good way to catch a really 
big bass.” 

That’s one reason Lane keeps several different styles of 
crankbaits tied on and ready to cast. He has squarebills to use 
around laydown trees, shallow divers to work around boat 
docks, and deeper diving models to pull through stumps in 
slightly deeper water. 

Lane believes his nickname probably originated one cold 
early spring morning several years ago during a Bassmaster® 
Elite tournament at Clear Lake in California, when, on his 
second cast of the day, he caught a bass weighing 11-3. He 
followed this with an 11-11 at the Texas Bass Classic® on 


These conditions can cause streams and rivers to be more 
vulnerable to flooding, erosion, and pollution. Vegetation 
along rivers and streams slows the flow of rainwater so it 
does not erode stream banks, removes pollutants carried by 
rainwater and helps maintain water temperatures that support 
healthy streams for aquatic life.

Lake Fork, and added an 11-8 at a Bassmaster® Southern 
Open. All came in the early spring as bass were moving 
shallow. 

“All I do is look for cover on channel bends in large 
tributary creeks, and use jigs and crankbaits to penetrate that 
cover. I don’t always catch really big bass when I’m fishing 
this way, but I do think I’m always close to them.”

Off to a Flying Start 

Dale Earnhardt Jr., No. 88 team lead standings, strong out of the gate in 2013

It’s said that Dale Earnhardt Jr. is 
off to the best start of his 14-year 
NASCAR Sprint Cup career. 

The 38-year-old has recorded 
top-10 finishes in each of the first 
five events, averaging a 4.4-place 
finish, and leads the point standings 
heading to the circuit’s sixth stop, 
in Martinsville, Va., on Sunday. 

“When 1 hear people talking 
about the fast start, I feel like 
you’ve got to take a lot of different 
factors into the equation,” Earn¬ 
hardt says. “We’ve had good for¬ 
tune. (Certain) scenarios have been 
working in our favor ... and they 
don’t always work in your favor. 
You’re not always gonna come out 
on the better end of those deals, but 
we have.” 

It’s not like this is unexplored ter¬ 
ritory for the 10-time most popular 
driver. Last season’s full slate of top 
15s through the first five races 
found him third in the standings. 
And in 2004 with Dale Earnhardt, 
Inc., he enjoyed his finest season to 
date, when he notched two wins in 
the first five events, though a 35th- 
place run in Las Vegas dropped the 
average finishing position to 10.4. 

Earnhardt also scored the sole 
Daytona 500 victory of his career 
that season, and runs of fifth, first 
and 10th surrounded the Vegas dud. 
So technically, the start of that six- 
win season was his finest to date. 

But you’ll excuse his legion of 
fans if they choose to ride the mo¬ 
mentum 2013 has brought. And the 
fact that Earnhardt is the only driver 
in the scries that has yet to sec 11 th- 
placc (or worse) at the end of a long 


Sunday afternoon finds his No. 88 
Hendrick Motorsports team feeling 
upbeat as the circuit embarks on a 
trek of 15 straight race weekends 
through mid-July. 

“We’re feeling confident — the 
mood’s good,” Earnhardt says of 
his team. “We sec where we need to 
improve. We feel like we’ve got 
pretty decent speed in the car in 
race trim.” 

For a driver and team that once 
struggled to make the car better 
over the course of a race, the in¬ 
race improvement has been strik¬ 
ing. In fact, that 4.4-placc 
average finish is a full 15 posi¬ 
tions better than where they’ve 
managed to qualify on average — 
a testament to the communication 
between driver and crew chief 
Steve Letarte. 

“We’ve gotten pretty good at 
closing races, something I never re¬ 
ally was good at for years, and now 
we’re doing it as good as anybody,” 
Earnhardt says. “(We’re) just riding 
the wave — just real happy with 
how things are going for our team.” 




Still, qualifying further up the 
pylon may change those second- to 
seventh-place finishes into wins. 

“We’d love to qualify better, to 
feel more dependable when we put 
the car in qualifying trim,” says 
Earnhardt. 

It’s a sentiment Letarte echos, 
though he realizes that the team has 
put itself in position to win numer¬ 
ous times. And if they do it often 
enough, those wins will come. 

“You can’t win from 15th; you 
can’t win from 10th, the sport’s too 
difficult,” Letarte says. “You have 
to run in the top 5 or top 7 to win 
races — and we’ve done that all 
season. And we think that’s the for¬ 
mula for success that will get us to 
Victory Lane throughout the year.” 

That brings Earnhardt and crew 
to Martinsville, a quaint .526-milc, 
paperclip-shaped oval that’s as 
much of a throwback venue as one 
will find on a schedule saturated 
with 1.5-mile intermediate clones. 
It’s a racetrack that has treated 
Earnhardt well in the past — he has 
showings of seventh or better in 
four of his last five starts — though 
he has yet to earn the coveted 
Grandfather Clock trophy awarded 
to the winner. 

At this rate, though, Earnhardt is 
happy to have gotten out of the 
gates quickly, knowing the points 
earned early are insurance for the 
potholes that speckle an arduous 
season, wrought with trial. 

“It’s a long year,” he says. 
“You’re going to have some bad 
luck — nobody runs the whole sea¬ 
son perfectly — but we’re just try¬ 
ing to get as many points as early as 
we can so when that bad luck 
comes it doesn’t hit us as hard.”

Take Salt of Earth in 
Small Doses 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
My son, 57, salts most every 
food in his diet. He told me 
that his doctor said, “Eat all 
the salt you want.” I looked 
him in the eye, and it was 
hard not to believe him. I 
did say I found it hard to 
believe. 

My son gets regular 
checkups every five years. 

Personally, there’s no salt 
on my table. I eat very little 
processed foods. Please set 
my son straight. — P. 

ANSWER: Most doc¬ 
tors for most of the recent 
past have told their patients 
to go easy on salt. Official 
medical advisory commit¬ 
tees composed of the most 
knowledgeable scientists — 
The American Heart Associ¬ 
ation is one example — have 
and still do recommend that 
our intake of salt (sodium) 
should be limited to 1,500 
mg a day. In some instances, 
an intake of 2,300 mg is per¬ 
mitted. This is far lower than 
our present salt use. 

Most of our dietary salt 
comes from processed foods 
like pizza, meats such as 
corned beef (500 mg of sodi¬ 
um in two ounces), hot dogs 
(more than 500 mg of sodium 
in one hot dog), commercial 
soups, frozen dinners, break¬ 
fast cereals, some breads and 
baked goods. People have to 


become readers of the nutri¬ 
tion labels put on all foods. 

Reducing the intake of 
sodium lowers blood pres¬ 
sure and reduces the chances 
for a heart attack and stroke. 

I have to add that a few 
voices have been raised 
recently to champion diets 
with no limitations on 
the amount of salt. These 
researchers say that low-salt 
diets are not healthy. I am 
sticking with the authorities 
who recommend salt reduc¬ 
tion until the majority of 
nutritional experts change 
their minds. I don’t think 
that’s going to happen. 

You sent a little item 
on potassium. Potassium, 
unlike sodium, lowers blood 
pressure. We’re told to get 
4,700 mg of it a day. It’s 
found in baked potatoes 
with skins, sweet potatoes, 
bananas, orange juice, milk, 
kidney beans, cantaloupe, 
avocado and prunes. Salt 
substitutes are usually potas¬ 
sium. They can be used by 
most people if they’re not 
taking blood pressure drugs 
like ACE inhibitors and 
ARBs, angiotensin-receptor 
blockers. 

The booklet on sodium 
and potassium discusses 
these two minerals and their 
uses.

DEAR DR. DONO¬ 
HUE: In a prior column you 
advocated drinking a daily 
amount of water that would 
satisfy one’s thirst, not a set 
amount of water as some 
people believe. I agree with 
you. 

However, when I travel 
to Colorado, I am urged to 
drink glass after glass of 
water to allay the effects of 
altitude. Do you think this is 
valid advice? — D.K. 

ANSWER: I do. 

Mountain air is dry. Alti¬ 
tude makes a person breathe 
more rapidly than normal. 
Fluid is lost from the lungs 
when a person breathes fast. 
You can become dehydrated 
if you don’t increase your 
fluid intake. After a few 
days of acclimatization, you 
can ease off on your water 
intake.

Jackson County Native 
Departs For Mt. Everest

Martin Douthitt flew out 
of Lexington recently with 
an MP3 player full of Blue- 
grass music and high hopes 
for climbing Mount Everest, 
the world’s tallest mountain. 

But Douthitt’s lengthy 
journey begins well before 
he will get to the base of 
Everest. 

Douthitt, 67, traveled 
from Lexington to Dallas 
and then to Dubai. From 
there he went to Katmandu, 
Nepal. That part is a 36-hour 
trip. 

It’s a short flight from 
Katmandu to the tiny Tenz- 
ing-Hillary Airport at Lukla, 
Nepal, where he began a 
two-week hike to Everest. 

“I think I’m ready,” he 
said Thursday. 

Douthitt was accompa¬ 
nied on Friday by friend and 
fellow Jackson County na¬ 
tive, Dale Torok. Three oth¬ 
er friends, Robert Cornett, 
Robert Dungan and Mary 
Clay followed shortly after¬ 
ward. 

The four will accompany 
Douthitt to the Everest base 
camp at 17,000 feet, and see 
him off on the long and haz¬ 
ardous climb to the summit 
at 29,035 feet. 

Ten people died trying to 
climb Everest last year, the 
third deadliest year on re¬ 
cord, according to Douthitt. 

But if Douthitt makes 
it to the top, he will realize 
his dream of climbing the 
seven tallest mountains on 
Earth’s seven continents, the 
so-called Seven Summits. 
He began the quest a dozen 
years ago. 

Climbing the world’s 
tallest mountain is a long, 
physically draining process, 
requiring weeks of climbing, 


punctuated by stops of sev¬ 
eral days each to acclimate 
to the increasingly thin air 
as climbers work toward the 
top. 

Timing will be key. Dou¬ 
thitt figures he’ll need to be 
within shooting distance of 
the summit by around May 
25 in order to make a suc¬ 
cessful dash for the top. 

“There’s really only about 
one week out of the entire 
year when you can summit,” 
Douthitt explained. “It’s too 
cold and stormy up to then, 
and right after that the rains 
start and you can’t climb 
anymore. 

“So what you try to do is 
get perched up on the moun¬ 
tain, ready and waiting for 
that one week window to 
open when you can do it.” 

Douthitt will be in a 
group of four climbers led 
by experts from International 
Mountain Guides, a moun¬ 
taineering firm based in Ash¬ 
ford, Wash. 

To pass the time, Dou¬ 
thitt is taking along about 
500 crossword puzzles, a 
Kindle loaded with adven¬ 
ture books, and an MP3 
player with about 1,000 
songs. He said he intends 
to listen to recordings by 
The Newgrass Revival and 
Goosecreek Symphony on 
“summit day.” 

“I like Bluegrass the best, 
and it’s really upbeat on the 
mountain,” he said. 

Douthitt planned to work 
in his landscaping business 
Thursday, but decided to 
make last-minute trip prepa¬ 
rations instead. He has ar¬ 
ranged for someone to live in 
his Jackson home and look 
after his two dogs and two 
cats while he’s gone. 

“I’m probably more ner¬ 
vous about leaving my pets 
than anything else,” he said.
